R ED U C IN G PO ST A L R A T ES. 


Representative M cKinley of Illinois 
wants tho local letters delivered for h 
one-eon t stamp. In which lie will bo 
supported by almost every citizen of 
this great country. 
Mr. M cKinley says that there are 
6,000 postoffices in the United States 
where local mail bears only a one-cent 
stamp, and that there Is no good and 
sufficient 
reason 
why a distinction 
should be made. 
Ho 
believes 
that 
the 
additional 
postal service which would be caused 
by the reduced rate would make up 
for the deficit 
But whether he is 
right iii this or not. there is no reason 
why a man living In a city where free 
delivery obtains should lie forced to 
pay two cents for a stamp on his let­ 
ters within the city limits while a let­ 
ter which travels thousands of miles 
pays no more, despite the much great­ 
er cost of handling It 
W e 
I tear a great 
deal 
about 
the 
"free delivery," but if we pay two 
cents for a stamp on a letter within 
the city we arc paying for the cost of 
the delivery. 
A man who wants to 
send a letter 
to anyone 
within 
the 
limits of his home town ut Cotulla, 
for instance, need only pay one cent 
for the stamp on it. 
Another great Injustice is that of 
forcing the newspapers to pay postage 
on their papers sent within the limit 
of tile City where they are printed, or 
else tend them by general delivery or 
by carrier. 
In u town where there is no "free" 
delivery, newspapers pay nothing for 
the privilege of sending the papers 
through 
lite 
mail 
to 
subscribers 
served by the local postoffice. 
Even 
the rural carriers with headquarters 
at 
the 
local 
postoffice 
carry 
the! 
papers free to tile farmers on their 
routes. 
There lias been a great economy ef­ 
fected 
in the postoffice 
department 
since the beginning of Mr. Burleson’s 
term of office. 
The office now pays. 
a profit, instead of having a deficit of 
several millions each year. 
But there is probably no one who 
cares to have the postoffice make a 
profit, as the cost of the department 
to the people is cheerfully met by all,! 
and if it comes out even it is doing 
better than was expected. 
The merchants in a city where free 
delivery obtains 
must 
place a two* 
cent stamp on all sealed letters de­ 
livered within the city limits. 
Tills is 
not a just charge, for the reason that 
other things are delivered by the ear-j 
Her which pay no more postage with­ 
in the city than they pay for a journey 
across the continent. 
It was considered a great stroke of 
genius to have evolved the system of 
paying the same postage all over the 
country, instead of paying for carry­ 
ing letters according to tile distance 
they traveled. 
But 
the evolution of 
the parcels 
post system makes it imperative to 
charge according 
to the number 
of 
"zones" through which the packages 
are carried, and 
no 
one 
objects to 
paying according 
to the haul which 
the government 
has 
lo 
make on a 
package at the low rates which tire 
charged.

The lack of water for irrigation per 
poses has militated against the gen 
etal use of decorative plants for th** 
beautification of Laredo.

cheap rate for tin* young plants would 
make if poslble to heniitlf> our city 
as no other city could he adorned. 
Hardy plants such as tit** used in 
the North are not necessary 
Almost 
anything will grow and flourish here, 
and plants that further nortIi are kept 
in the cellar during the winter menthe 
grow luxuriantly here throughout the 
year. 
Such a nursery as is proposed could 
grow you ii ii roses from tin* seed aud 
sell many hundreds of young plants 
annually at a cost of not to exceed a

They have been handicapped by the 
indifference of many to mere beauty 
and tile desire of some to work solely
